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Claims 1-5, 10, 1 1 and 16-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

These claims are vague and indefinite, claim 1, line 5 does not read properly. It appears 
that there should be more text between "mechanical" and "said drive elements". Thus it is not 
possible to determine the metes and bounds of these claims or attempt to apply prior art to these 
apparently incomplete claims. 

Claims 13-15 and 20-23 are allowed. 

Claim 12 remains objected to.
